T. J. aKDMON, WHO KILLED 

MISa VANN, Diaiifa^ED 

In the Louisville Police Court, Wed- 
nesay morning the case against Mr. 
1. J. Redmon, a prominent farmer of 
Bourbon county, charged with man- 
slaughter, for havmg run down and 
fataUy injured Mias BUaabetb V»nn, 
a stenosnpliMr, in Louisville, on the 
evening of July '»» WM diamliiBd by 
Judge Boldrick. 

In dismissinf the CftM th« jiiHlmi. 
Judge said: 

'"I'he first thing the court always 
looks for in a cas of this kind is 
whether the acciAMit wts 4sa to neg- 
ligence, and if &m to woffittnm, was 
it crtmilua negllsMi«ei The OTldence 
shows that the defendant was discon- 
cisrted by his collision a few sec- 
onds before with a motorcycle rider, j 
According to the evidence of the mo- j 
torcyclist, his motor was shut off and 
he was merely coasting; under these 
ciBBiaitsaees a motorcycle is hard 
to manage It has not he«L iliown 
whether the automobile ran Into the 
(motorcycle or the motorcycle ran in- 
to the automobile. At any rate, M^. 
Redmon was SlacoucTtud bjr Uhe col- 
lision. 

"Were I deciding as a juror wheher 
the family of Bliss Vann should receive 
damages, I cermialy should give them 
substantial damages. As to the ques- 
tion, however, which we are called up- 
on to decide, I feel that tlie defendant 
is certainly not guilty of criminal neg- 
ligencf." 

James P. Edward:* said Judge W. G. 
Dearing were the attorneys for the de- 
fense, while J. Wheeler Campbell and 
Camden McAfee repfaaented Hkm pios- 
ecution. 

One witness testified that Mr. Red- 
mon did not blow his horn. In <wk>- 
sition to this were the stateamits of 

all the occupants of the automobile, 
who saidthat the horn was being 
blown constantly at the tijne of the 
accident. They were positive that 
Miss Vann backed into the machine. 

A few seconds before Miss Vann 
was struck Mr. Redmon's automobile 
had gnued the oaotorcycle of F. O. Bo- 
linger, throwing Mm from his machine. 
Mr. Redmon aod other witnesses said 
that the motorcycle Was swerving 
badly when it was struck. Bohlinger 
himself admitted that he was coast- 
ing, a condition under which a motor- 
cycle is difficult to manage. When 
the aoUwnobile struck the motorcycle, 
Mr. RednioB looked to the side of the 
car to see if BohHnger was hurt, and 
he was Just looking around when his 
machine struck Miss Vann. As it 
could not be proven in court whose 
faiilt the motorcvcle accident was. Mr. 
Redmon, according to the ruling or the 
court, could not be blamed for the 
accident -<Chich happened to Miss Vann 
when when Redmon turned his head 
to see whether Bohlinger was hurt.

SCABIES EPIDEMIQ 

PROV^ COSTLY ONE. 

— r 

In a report filed by Dr. A. J. Payne, 
of the Federal Government, with the 
Live Stock Sanitary Board, it is shown 
that it cost $100,000 to eradicate the 
scabies from the sheep of this State. 
The Federal quarantine was issued on 
July 1, 1912, and lifted May 1, 1913. 
During this period the United States 
Government spent $35,450, and the 
counties, States and individuals, $63, 
634, thus making a total of $99,085. Dr. 
Paye says in the report that the inci- 
dental expenses not included ih his 
tabulatio would bring the amount to 
oyer 1100,000. Of the |€S,SS4 the 
counties incurred an expense of $49,- 
528. individuals $11,872 and the State 
$2,234. Dr. Payne will remain in Ken- 
tucky to assist the Live Stock Sanitary 
Board in keeping down diseases and 
epidemics from the stock until the 
next meeting of the General Assembly, 
when that body will be asked to appro- 
priate funds for the employment of a 
State Veterhiarlan.

BUTTERMILK GIVEN TO HOGS 



Better ReauKa Would Be, Secured if 
Net Put late Ratien Until Piga Are 
Weefca OM. 

To an inquiry Prof. W. H. Pew of 
the Iowa A^cultural college gives 
the following suggestlona on feed> 
ing buttertaiUk to hogs: 

Buttermilk when free firom water, 
used for washing the butter, makes 
ezeellent feed for hogs. The great 
trouble as we find it, coming from 
the creameries is that it is hard lo 
determine how much excess water is 
contained in It At tha preaent price 
for feeds, I think you will be very 
safe in paying 20 cents per 100 
pounds for buttermilk that is free 
from excess of water. 

In regard to the way it la fad. I jnay 
■ay thai for aowa that are noraing 
young plgg. It should be fed In very 
small ^ quantities, if at all. and I 
would suggest diluting it Better re- 
sults would be had if the buttermilk 
la not put into the ration until the 
piga a«(|S «t,lef»t four or flTO wea^ 
on.

New York Doctor Claims to Have 
Performed Act. 



Blond Tranafualen ntvlvHIetf Pnamno- 

nla Victim After Respiration Had 
Ceaaed — Dr. Spresi Talka of 
Operation. 



New York. — Tiie miracle of bringing 
the dtad back to life, Dr A. L. Soresi 
<tf Fordham university thinks, will be 
a scientific achievement of the future. 

Dr. Soresi. attached to the staff of 
Flower ho&pital, har for five years 
conducted experiments of transfusion 
of blood, with results, he says, that 
are amazing. 

Professor Soresi told of saving the 
life of a patient stricken with pneu- 
monia by transfusion of blood to the 
left side of the heart after respiration 
had entirely ceased in the patient and 
the body was apparently moribund. 

After eapialning his eiperlments 
with transfusion of i^Ipod in anhnsls 
Professor Soresi eaid: 

"An experiment with a pneumonia 
patient was perhaps not as spectaeu- 
lar. This patient was entirely without 
respiration from all known taata aj^ 
plied, and tharefore aetnalljr' mim Ihnhd 
to all human knowledge, when I mad% 
a transfusion of blood from a normal 
man through the Jugular vein of the

EXCEI^LENT FOR THE UMBS 

Wheatbran Is Good Feed for Young* 
stars to Begin On — Give Abun- 
of Pasture if 



A good flockmaster holds that for 
young lambs wheatbran is most ex- 
cellent to begin with, and after they 
become stronger the bran should be 
mixed with com meal in equal quar- 
ters. He says that oat meal, or oats 
when they can eat it. should be add- 
ed to balance the ration, for oats is 
nearly a balanced food Itaelf. After 
growteg a little they will sh^ their 
own corn. If given to them on the cob. 
The lambs that are to be raised on 
the farm should not be forced so fast. 
Tbey need plenty of food*, but the 
grain ration should be anu^ and no 
com should be used. They ihould be 
given plenty of exercise and an abun- 
dance of good pasture if possible. 

Com tends to fatten and will pro- 
duce uncertain breeders of short sea- 
son. Wheat tean and oata are prob- 
ahlr the two aafoit matertala of fbod 
that can be used. When the grass be- 
comes stronger and good in the 
spring, grain feeding is not needed 
for those lambs that are to remain on 
the farm, and only the com will re- 
main aa the dry feed ration for the 
markat lamha. 

The grass is better than ■•y other 
nitrogenous food.

"In a recent teat at Flower hoapltal 
I pumped all the Mood from a dog 
until the anlBMl lay absoluirty tUm- 
less.

"When the way has been found to 
connect directly with the left side of 
the heart medical science will be able 
to restore human beings to life after 
all animation has been suspended, pro- 
vided there is no organic trouble. The 
resuscitation will be effective in cases 
of gas or dmg poisoning, hemor- 
rhages, and Bueh diseasaa aa typhoid 
fever and pneumonia. Sudden deaths, 
by accident wnen no vitel organs 
have been crippled, will fall within 
the scope of the transfusion method. 

"Under the new science it will be 
possible to restore life after it has 
been eztlnet tor half an hour. I am 
devoting most of my time to these 
experiments and hope before long to 
be able to make an important an- 
nouncement to the world of acience."

The large mortality In baby chicks 
1b very often attributed to the par- 
ent itock wli«ft the tattU is really not 
inlicrent In an effort Ip aseertiUn 
the real canse for this «oii#tlCMa vlke 
a test. 

Remove carefully all traces of food 
from the brooders, leaving none what- 
ever near thehm. Take some of the 
cbteka that )iav« Jha care of the moth- 
er hen and plaee them in the hrobder 
over night. Continue this for several 
nights in succession, being sure to 
return them to the care of their 
m0Cher each momlai;. morning 
note tlM eoBditlon of HM little fel- 
lows, and if they are not injured or 
are none the worse for their expe- 
rience In the brooder yon will know 
that the temperature in tho l^rooder 
is akottt right and thonfil|ll»A6is act 
lie in that ArMtloB. 

WMi the -^rootf^ SlIailttaM as a 
possible cause for the mortality, you 
most begin to look elsewhere. This 
narrows itself down to one of two 
causes improper feeding or lack of 
exercise. Now test for tho fbod oaase. 
Change your conditions of feeding 
radically and note the result If the 
cause is not from the feeding. It must 
be from lack of exercise. Correct 
this hy sapplying them with » proper 
amount of this requisite. 

Simply finding your chicks dead in 
the brooder In the morning when they 
are all crowded in a corner is not 
Buffirient i)roof that they died from 
too low a temperature. Sick, weakly 
and indisposed chicks will always hud- 
dle toceCher whether they are cold or 
not. 

They will not huddle together, how- 
ever, should the temperature be ex- 
cessively hif^tk, in which event they 
will spread apart, and when found 
dead will usually be lyihg on their 
breasts. This condition, however, is 
seldom noted, as it takes a very high 
temperature to cause them to spread 
apart and to cause their death.

The greatest handicap in mating 
unrelated birds is to find strains with 
like characteristics. Whoa rearing 
a strain of Rocks for egg production 
it la sometimes hard to Und a suit- 
able male, bred for the same results 
as the hens he is to be mated with. 
Many breeders have distinct lines of 
birds* bred for tho same resolts, hat 
whol^ dtooonnoeCod along hlood 
lines. In this way they can furnish 
their patrons new blood whenever 
desired. 

Many a good strain is run down or 
ruined because of lack of experience 
of the breeder. One most know how 
and why the breed to obtain best 
success. A good pen of layers should 
not be mated with a male or un- 
known heredity. If a flock of birds 
is purchased for an egg-laying 
strain, to kOep np thehr qualities, 
the owner must know how they were 
bred, and adopt the same plan with 
them as tho originator. 



Bun and Shade.

REARlin QOSLINGS NOT HARD 

Long Brooding Is Unnaceasary and an 

Ordinary Hen Coop Will Acconv 
modate Three or Four. 

(By W. ROBINSON.) 

I have always used large, full feath- 
ered hens for hatchings, only allowing 
the gaeae to alt on the laat eggs of 
the aeaaoiL A good broody hen t^lll 
■teadtly sit the 30 days occupied in 
the Incubation of these eggs. 

If she be given no more than four 
eggs and they are set In an earth nest 
and turned once dally they should in 
almost oTery ease prbdaoe Tigoroua 
goslings if the parent bird* ai« laaltby 
and well matured. 

Some people find a difficulty during 
the early days of raising in the ten- 
dency of the birds to fall upon their 
back* and an inability to right them- 
sehres without assistant, necessitat- 
ing combined watchfulness or loss. 

This, however, is a nuisance that 
may be avoided by the use of the eggs 
of mature, sound stook only, the 
weakneaa being abaent Im the progeny 
of old birda bx good MMediag eoidi- 
tion. 

The actual rearing presents no diffl- 
culties to one iqualifled in poultry 
raising. Long brooding is unnecessary I 
and an ordinary hen coop is sufficient j 
to accommodate three or four goslings j 
and a hen as long as it is necessary i 
to leave the latter in charge, but dur- j 
Ing the first days the gosling's run, j 
which should be on short grass, should 
be limited. 

The beat diet is a simple one and 
for the llrst few days I have found 
nothing better than stale bread well 
soaked and squeezed moderately dry 
and mixed with a liberal allowance of 
dandelion leavea,- well chopped and 
free from atrlagy 'piecea. Blacalt meal 
may be used instead of the stale bread 
but it is more expensive and the re- 
sults are no better. 

By the middle of the first week 
ground oats should take the place of 
the bread, mixed with a MUBelent 
quantity of grit to asaka the oUztsre 
crumbly, tha daadaHOBa batag eam- 
blned. 

The green food may be gradually 
reduced and finally abandoned when 
the young birda are graalay ftaaly. 
They ahoiild ooBiflMoee gnalac at 
about a week old. 

Upon a good grazing ground and 
with a sufficient supply of soft food 
mixture, of which ground oats should 
be the sUple ingredient, goalinga wiU 
rapidly.
